The 
learned professors that the student encounters may be, in 
the great majority of cases, merely jackasses, but they at 
least differ from his father; they at least make him privy to 
notions and points of view that he has not encountered at 
home. He may ‘not grasp those new points of view, or, 
grasping them, he may reject them, but at all events he has 
heard of them. Certain fragments of novel ideas will linger 
in his consciousness. He will never be again ‘quite the in- 
nocent that his father is. : 

In this process his fellow students will often play a more 
important part than his professors, most of whom, perhaps, 
he will never apprehend save as vague shapes. Regimenta- 
tion has gone far in the American college, but. it can never 
go all the way. The campus bolshevik survives almost un- 
dimmed from Eniéfson’s day. Is he quickly detected and

What college has to teach, in the main, is simply familiarity 
with the notions and habits of that vast and mysterious or- 
ganism known as human society. The world that the student 
comes into is measurably larger than any world he has hith- 
‘erto known, and far more complex. It is not quite the still , 
larger world that jhe will enter later on, but it is neverthe- 
less a great deal like it. It has its rulers and its ruled, its 
drudges and its men of privilege, its sharp fellows and its 
dummies. Is it, basically, a fraud? Then so is the world 
that encompasses itr 

The discovery of this fraudulence, I believe, is one of the 


first of them all. A man soundly fitted for life is not one who | 
believes what he is told, as a schoolboy belicves, but one 
| trained in differentiating between the true and the false, and 
especially one trained in weighing and estimating authority. 
If the young man at college learns nothing else save the fact 
that many of the bigwigs of the college world are charlatans, 
and that position and attainments do not necessarily go to- 
gether, then he has learned something of the utmost value. ' 
The tragedy of the world is that the great majority of human | 
beings never learn it. If going to college can teach it, if only 
is worth while. :

TIME PREPARE 


HOUSE AGAINST 
BLASTS 


BY HOMER GRANT. 

The season has already approached 
when the efforts of the home owner 
must be directed to getting the house 
ready for cold weather. Necessary 
precautions against winter discomforts 
such as chilly rooms and drafty floors 


and against the winter worry of too 
high fuel bills. 

Home owners who are 
in winter house problems‘already know 
many of these urgent needs. But for 
the benefit of those who are entering 
this fall upon their first winter in their 
new home, or who are trying to 
remedy certain conditions faced last. 
winter which they do not wish to see 
repeated, it is well to enumerate a 
few definite features which will go a 
long way toward ensuring a warm 
house and a low heating bill for the 
owner this coming winter. 

According to the recent bulletins 
published by the United States bureau 
of standards, the economy effected by 
weather stripping around doors and 
windows amounts to a saving of be- 
tween 15 and 20 per cent on coal or 
other fueling bills. 


Metal Strips Now Popular. 
Storm windows are another protec- 


tion against high heating costs and 
chilly rooms. If the home owner would

Metal weather strips can be in- 
stalled at any time, when the housé is 
going up or after it has been built.

How- 
ever, they must be put on in the fall, 
taken off in the spring, stored in the 
summer. But the average home own- 
er favors the metal weather strip, so 
well constructed that it will prevent | 
air leakage and be as nearly 100 per 
cent efficient in service as is humanly 
possible. 

Insulation, of course, is a tremen- 
dous factor in contributing to modern 
house warmth and low fuel bills. In- 
sulated houses, or weather controlled 
houses, as they are called, 


are now within the reach of the build- 
er of the simplest home.

Vacuum tubes, used, are 
far from an extravagance. Virtually 
any reliable make of vacuum tube 


has a life far in excess of a thousand 
hours, and it.is by no means 
common to have tubes still going 
‘strong after several thousand hours 
of daily service. Furthermore, reac- 
tivation of filaments is quite unneces- 
sary in obtaining this long life, pxo- 
vided the filament veltage has been 
the correct limits at all times. 
Reactivation of a filament is a con- 
 teovlen of abuse either through sheer 
carelessness or pure ignorance; and re- 
activation, therefore, becomes the 
‘pound of desperate cure rather than 
e logical ounce of prevention.

of far greater service in radio recep- 
tion and amplification. They have a 
long life if properly operated, but ex- 
ceasive filament current greatly short- 
ens the life of the tube. 


Correct Current. 


So matter of radio efficiency and 
long. from vacuum tubes simmers 
down to a proposition of correct fila- 
ment current, which in turn produces 
just the correct degree of filament tem- 
perature.

Gen. Burgoyne, a brilliant 
man.of the world, parliamentarian, 
and man of letters, was to lead a finely 
equipped force of British and Bruns- 
wickers up the Richelieu river and 
Lakes Champlain and George into the 
Valley of the Hudson. Gen. St. Leger, 
with a mixed force of regulars, Canadi- 
an provincials, American Tories and 
Iroquois Indians, was to land at Os- 
Wego on Lake Ontario, destroy Fort 
Btanwix, near Rome, N. Y.; enter the 
Walley of the Mohawk, and follow it to 
‘Albany, where Burgoyne would join 
him.

The largest part of exports of radio 
apparatus from the United States dur- 
ing 1926, which amounted to $8,794,453, 
was consigned to points in the western 
hemisphere, according to the depart- 
ment of commerce. North and South 
America bought $4,600,000 of the total 
exports. 


North America still leads among 


continents in the purchases of Amer- 
ican radio apparatus, although the §3,- 
343,660 it took was 20 per cent less 
than in 1925. South America took $1,- 
260,023, or 21 per cent more, but is 
only fourth in importance. Oceania 


third with $1,269,217, Asia fifth with 
$935,211, and Africa sixth with $35,676. 

Canada, which took only $2,887,675 
in 1926, compared with $3,700,000 the 
previous year, a drop of nearly $800,- 
000, still continues the leading single 
market, having bought more than half 
of all the equipment,exported to the 
western hemisphere countries.

| PLANS FOR INVASION. | 


The invasion from the north, begin- 
ning im the spring of 1777, was cen- 
ceived in a grand manner.

AVIATION RADIO 


Primary Factors. - 


Whatever radio means to the navi- 
gator and his fares at sea, it must 
e0o0n come to mean as much or more 
the airman and his passengers, when 
flying over the trackless ocean or across 
the black and foggy countryside—not 
as a spectacular feat but rather as @ 
matter of routine. Tp the aerial navi- 


gator, 


communication with those below. It 
affords a wonderful organization for 
gathering and collating meteorolegical 
facts, that the airman may know the 
weather that lies ahead of him over a 
given route, and plan accordirgly. 

By means of the direction finder, 
redio provides the true guide posts of 
the skies defining the aerial highways. 
Indeed, commercial aviation, in pass- 
ing from the stunt stage to the com- 
mercial stage, can progress only so 
fast as radio beacons shall dot the 
great air routes of tomorrow. 


Special Equipment Needed. 
Aviation radio is -something 
apart from marine, transocean 
broadcasting radio. In fact, it intro- 
duces still another phase of radio com- 
‘munication. The mechanical require- 
ments of aviation radio are peculiar 
unto itself, for in no other application 
must weight and space be so assiduous- 
ly conserved. - Equipment intended for 
use aboard. ship or on land, no matter 
how portable it may be, is generally 
unsuited for use in anairplane. Hence 
special equipment has had to be de- 

signed and constructed.

Aircraft radio transmitters are 
capable ‘of remarkable range . with 
little power, due to the unobstructed 
propagation of the waves from the 
loftily trailing antenna, so that what 
power might be lost in meeting weight 
and bulk requirements, is perhaps 
more than made up in other ways. 


Sets Very Light. 

Radio engineers are giving consider- 
able attention to the development of 
aircraft transmitters and receivers, and 
as a consequence, special equipment 
has been developed, ermbodying numer- 
ous refinements giving maximum effi- 
ciency with the minimum power, 
weight and bulk. 

Typical of the special equipment de 
veloped for airplanes was the installa- 
tion aboard the ill-fated American Le- 


gion of Commander Davis, which ™ 


crashed prior to its proposed trans- 
Atlantic flight. Weighing less than 
66 pounds without the accessories, 
an absolute minimum of 

, this equipment included two 
transmitters and a receiver, with an 
effective working range of over a thou- 


sand miles. 
One transmitter was “intended for 


and included a crystal quartz oscillator. 
The other transmitter was intended for 
communication with ships and marine 
land stations, with a wave length range 


of.from 550 to 850 meters. Both trans-|_ 


mitters employed a 50 watt oscillator 
tube. The antenna reel consisted of 
350 feet of wire and in sending on the 
short wave band it was necessary to. 
reel out about 60 feet of wire, and cor- 
responsingly more for the marine 
band transmission.
